ried Away—The River Floating 


Full of Dead Bodies—Tho 


Work of Roscue. 


Sioux Crrv, In., May 10.—At 8 o'clock 


yesterday momlnjr, or 11 little more 
tlmn nn hour nftor thu workinjrmen 
living along the bankxot the Floyd nnd 
Missouri rivers In Sioux City hnil frone 
to their work, a torrent of water came 
down tbo Floyd, which half an hour 
later had risen ov«r a large area ia the 
city to n depth of three to ten feet. Tho 
wind was blowing a high gale nnd 
made the work of rescue b,y boats dan- 
gerous, as well as fatiguing. It is 
known that about 
u dozen people, 


among them four or five men, have 
been drowned, and l.he number may 
reach twenty-five, it not being possible 
at this hour to confirm nil the report. 


During the loth and 17th tho rainfall 


here was extraordinarily heavy. Con- 
ne(|iiently the rivers wore already high 


It Is not yol definitely known whore 


the Hiuldon and enormous Hood which 
caused this damage come from. At 
I.emars, In., twenty miles northeast of 
Hloux City, the water is a foot higher 
than during tho great flood which do- 
Htmyud Cherokee and Movllle last June. 
Not u railroad centering here has moved 
a train since. The loss to their tracks 
Is very heavy.

The Missouri rivor Is very high, and 


when the flood in the Floyd riverstruck 
Itthu water dammed up and rushed ovor 
the ndjncont low grounds. The stock 
yards and packing houses were situ- 
ated at tho confluence of the two rivers, 
nnd these wore Instantly inundated. 
Two thousand head at live stock were 
drowned there. Qreat mimhprsof dead 
Htoek havo also been found floating 
down the Floyd river. 


Tho whole railroad yards and switch- 


Ing track district Is under water nnd 
there has been immense damage to tho 
roundhouse and other ritllroad prop- 
erty.

City & Northern enter tho city by tho 
Floyd valley and all are stopped. Not 
a train has loft Sioux City. At 1 o'clock 
the water hod reached to Jennings 
street on Fourth street. Tho Ilotel 
Fowler, nnd the Boston Invesment 
Co.'s building nre surrounded with wa- 
ter 
Tho Union depot was cut off at l> 


o'clock. 


It Is estimated that 8,000 people havo 


been driven from tholr homes. All 
business Is suspended. The chamber 
of commerce organized a committee for 
relief work, lloforo noon tho ladles 
had tho soup and lunch houses opened 
for tho flood sufferers. It ib impossible 
to estlmnto tho loss of property, but it 
will bo largo. 


At 10 o'clock last night, the relief 


committee hud the names of fifteen 
persons known to have been drowned, 
and authentic reports of tho drowning 
of three or four times that number. 
Only one body has been recovered. It 
Is bolieved that tho death list will not 
number less than n. hundred. 
Tho 


waters lost night wore receding, and 
tho wind which blew a gale all day 
quieted down. Tho Floyd valley, a 
mllu wldo In places and five miles 
through the manufacturing and rail- 
road district of the city and vicinity, 
dotted with homes, is a scene of deso- 
lation. 
Tho river commenced to rise about 8 


o'clock and before noon was thirty feet 
deep In the channel. The current was 
very swift, for It empties into tho Mis- 
souri river In tho city, and soon foncea, 
umbrr, sidewalks and houses were bc- 
ng swept nwny. There are probably 
700 families In the valley, tho majority 
lying In small houses, and as there was 
no warning, tho most they could do 
was to save themselves and leave their 
possessions 
A reneging corps was or- 


ranked by citizens and Uio homeless 
were promptly cared for. 


Hundreds of houses were swept nway 


entirely. Over hall a mile of paving on 
tho street was destroyed. All the rail- 
road yards, machine shops, ware- 
houses, lumber yards, stove works, 
foundries, shoe factories, gas works, 
and many retail business houses were 
submerged.

Should tlio conference adopt the report 


ot the committee, other changes will soon 
of necessity follow, and in the end there 
will be an milite recasting of the present 
method ot otmroh government. That 
the church might stand many changes is 
probably true. Tlio itinerant system has 
been a wonderful power in this country 
in extending the religion ofthe church. 
It was tho force in the Methodist church 
whioh from tlio days of the revolution to 
tho present lime has beou the pioneer in 
the march for new territory. But these 
days have practically passed, and with 
them has probably passed the necessity 
for the itinerant system. The change 
would be notice to ovory Methodist min- 
ister that he would have to stand on his 
own bottom, and wonld nlso force somo 
societies into greater activity.

MJSTHODIST8 AT OMAHA. 


Presbyterians at Portland—Notes 


by Goodwin. 


KITHOOI8TS AT OMAHA. 


The committee on episcopacy reported 


adversely to the request to make Bishop 
Taylor a general superintendent. The 
report was adopted and Bishop Taylor 
will remain a missionary bishop. The 
committee also reported that none of the 
present board of bishops ia saperannn 
ated, and that each one will be allowed 
to do such work as his sge and health 
may allow. This report was also adopted. 
Tbe committee also reported that no new 
bishops were needed, and by an almost 
unanimous vote the report was adopted, 
A further report declared that it was not 
in order to discuss the question of a col- 
ored bishop, because all Methodist min- 
isters stand on tho same level, and, irre- 
spective of color or race, the selection of 
bishop must be made on the ground of 
ability. Whenever a colored man shows 
ability and the proper requisites, he will 
be elected if the voters so ordain. This 
report waa unanimously adopted. 


EPISCOPAL KBSIDKNOB8. 


The report asked that the present 


episcopal residences be retained, with 
the added privilege ot the selection of 
Detroit or the state of Washington or 
Europe or Japan. This would give the 
eighteen bishops a chance to select, ac- 
cording to seniority, a residence in Any 
one ot twenty-two places. After a hot 
debate it waa voted to allow a bishop to 
reside in Detroit or the state of Wash- 
ington, cutting out all reference to for- 
eign residences. 
This means that an 


effort will be made to elect two bishops 
'or the foreign work, and there are two 
or three brethren who ate very willing to 
je bishops in Europe or Japan. It is 
probable that one of the bishops now 
iving in the south will make Detroit his 
lome for the next four years. Several 
reasons could be given for such a change 
of residence. 


FBESBYTBBIANS AT PORTLAND. 


Every great religious convention bas 


some spatially burning topics to discuss, 
This year's general assembly in session 


Portland, Oregon, ia no exception to 


ihe rule, although it ia confidently ex~ 
dected that harmony will prevail in the 


end. 
The Briggs case comes ap ngaiii 


and npon it binges a question of great 
mportance—the status ot the Union 
theological Seminary. Since the last 
general assembly Dr. Brings and the New 
fork presbytery declared a truce, but it 
lae turned ont to be temporary. The 
delegation from New York to the assem- 
>ly is what is known as "anti-Briggs" in 
sentiment. 
There have been threats 


ihat the Union Theological Seminary 
would promptly withdraw from tbe Pres- 
>yterian fold if Dr. Brigge is again to be 
harrassed by heretical charges. 
The 


common belief seems to bo that the gen- 
Till assembly will refer the whole contro- 
versy back to the New York presbytery 
or final settlement. In this event a very 
m port ant educational institution may be 
(reserved to the Churob, as it is thought 
lonbtfol whether tho case will be again 
reopened on the question of Dr. Briggs' 
irthodoxy by the local body. 


ItEVISINQ IHE CONFESSION Ol' FAITH. 
Then there is a question ot the revis- 


on of the confession of faith. To most 
Presbyterians this will appear the most 
vital issno with which the fathers of the 
church have ever bad to deal. The con- 
servative traditions of the church have 
or many years prevented any change in 
he Westminster confession. 
It the 


Lmerioan church' adopts a revised oon- 
ession it will be the first of tbe world's 
Presbyterian bodies to declare that the 
etter of a creed mnst giro way before its 
spirit, and that modern thought makes a 
revision ot ohnroh standards necessary. 
Che committee on revision has comple- 
»ed its labors, and all the Presbyteries 
iave declared for or againet the changes 
>ropO€el. The question now comes be- 
'ore 
the 
supreme aonncil o[ church 


eaders, and ita decision will be awaited 
with great interest. The opinion is gen- 
eral that the assembly will send the 
revision report back to the committee for 
another year. In this case the discuse- 
ou of every change proposed will be re- 
lewed and the controversy prolonged. 
Sut tbe ohnroh will also maintain its 
reputation for great conservatism. Ulti- 
mately the 
new confession will be 


adopted, and it may be mentioned here 
that the changes favored by the com- 
mittee are anything but radical.) 
cm 


OTHER MATTEHS OF IMFOBTANOE. 


Besides these special topics there is a 


multitudinous variety of subjects with 
which the general assembly must deal. 
The union ot evangelical bodies is one of 
hose. 
Church unity is more than a 


heory in all the leading evangelical 
aodies, and it may be a question of only 
a few years when sectarian lines will dis- 
appear in a common effort for the cause 
ot religion. Like the Methodists also, 
the Presbyterians have pronounced views 
on practical questions of the day. The 
general assembly is certain to make a 
report on the need of Sabbath observ- 
ance, and will doubtless make a special 
report on the World's Columbian Expo- 
sition.
